3. Senator Humphrey ran down the questions which had been 
included in the letter to the Agency of 17 December 1958. Senator Humphrey 
was most interested in the information and Lausche also seémed to be 
extremely interested in securing information on the various subjects. At 
the conclusion they were most complimentary and appreciative of the 
Agency providing them in a frank manner the desired information. Dr. 
Scoville requested that the records show that the testimony furnished 
included classification of TOP SECRET and RESTRICTED DATA.
